be made directly by the people at 
the polls. 

Conventions should determine noth- 
ing but party platforms, and should 
be made up of the men who would 
be expected, if elected, to carry those 
platforms into effect. It is not nec- 
essary to attend to the people’s busi- 
ness by constitutional amendment if 
you will only actually put the busi- 
ness in the people’s own hands. 

I think it may safely be assumed 
that that will be done within the 
next four years; for it can be done 
by statute; it need not wait for con- 
stitutional change. That being done, 
the question of the presidential term 
can be discussed on its merits. 

It must be clear to everybody who 
has studied our political develop- 
ment at all, that the character of 
the presidency is passing through a@ 
transitional stage. We know what 
the office is now and what use nust 


be made of it; but we do not know 


what it is going to work out into; 
and until we do know, we shall not 
“know what constitutional change, if 
any is needed, it would be best to 


make. 
I must speak with absolute freedom 


and candor in this matter, or not 
speak at all; and it seems to me that 
the present position of the presidency 


in our actual system, as we use .it,. - 


is quite abnormal and must lead 
eventually to something very differ- 
ent. He is expected by the nation to 
be the leader of his party as well as 
the chief executive officer of the 
Government, and the country will 
take no excuse from him. He must 
play the part and play it successfut- 
ly, or lose the country’a confidence. 
He must be Prime Minister, as much 
concerned with the guidance of the 
legislation as with the just and or- 
derly execution of laws; and he is 
the spokesman of the nation in ev- 
erything, even the most momentous 
and most delicate dealings of the 
Government with foreign nations. 
Why, in such circumstances, should 
he be responsible to no one for four 
long years? All the people’s legisla- 
tive spokesmen in the House of Rep- 
resentatives and one-third of their 
Representatives in the Senate are 
brought to book every two years; 
why not the President, if he is to 
be the leader of his party and the 
spokesman of policy? 

Sooner or later, it would seem, 
he must be made answerable to 
public opinion in a somewhat 
more informal and intimate fash- 
ion—answerable it may be to the 
houses whom he seeks to lead, 

, either personally or through a 
cabinet, as well as to the people 


for whom they speak. But that 
is a matter to be workei out— 
as it inevitably will be—in some 


natural-American way which we 
cannot yet even predict, 

The present fact is that the Presi- 
dent is held responsible for what 
happens in Washington in every 
large matter, and so long as he is 
commanded to lead he is eurely en- 
titled to a certain amount of power 
~all the power he can get from the 
support and convictions and opinions 
of his fellow countrymen; that he 
ought te be suffered to use that 
power against his opponents until 
his work is done. 

We Phan will be very difficult for him tec 
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Biscuit every day, in 
every home, in every street, 


abuse it. He holds it upon suffer- 
ance, at the pleasure of public opin- 
ion. Everyone else, his opponents in- 
cluded, have access to opinion, as he 
has. He must keep the confidence 
of the country by earning it, for he 
can keep it in no other way. Put 
the present customary limitation of 
two terms into the Constitution, if 
you do not trust the people to take 
care of themselves, but make it two 
terms (not one, because four years 
is often too long), and give the Pres- 
ident a chance to win the full service 
by proving himself fit for it. 

lf you wish to learn the result 
of constitution ineligibility to re- 
election, ask any former Governor 
of New Jersey, for example, what 
the effect is, in actual experience. 
He will tell you how cynically 
and with what complacance' the 
politicians. banded against him 
waited for the inevitable end of 
his term, to take their chances 
with his successor. Constitutions 
place and can piace no limita- 
tions upon their power. They 
may control what Governors they 
can as long as they please, as long 
as they can Keep their outside . 
power and influence together. 

They smile at the coming and go- 
ing of Governors, aS some men in 
Washington have smiled at the com- 
ing and going of Presidents, as upon 
things ephemeral, which passed and 
were soon enough got rid of if you 
but sat tight and waited. As things 
stand now the people might more 
likely be cheated than served by fur- 
ther limitations of the President’s 
eligibility. His fighting power in their 
behalf would be immensely weak- 
ened. No one will fear a President 
except those whom he can make fear 
‘the elections. 

We singularly belie our own prin- 
ciples by seeking to determine by 
fixed constitutional provision what 
the people shall determine for them- 
selves and are perfectly competent 
to determine for themselves. We cast 
a doubt upon the whole theory of pop- 
ular governr:ent. f[ believe that we 
should fatally embarrass ourselves if 
we made the constitutional change 
proposed. If we want our Presidents 
to fight our battles for us, we should 
give them the means, the legitimate 
means, the means their opponents 
will always have. 

Strip them of everything else but 
the right to appeal to the people, but 
leave them that; suffer them to be 
leaders; absolutely prevent them 
from being bosses. We would other- 
wise appear to be going in two op- 
posite directions. We are seeking in 
every way to extend the power of. 
the people, but in the matter of 
the presidency we fear and distrust 
the people and seek to bind them 
hand and foot by rigid constitutional 
provision. 

My own mind is not agile enough 
to go both ways. 

I am very well-aware that my 
position on this question will be mis- 
construed, »but that is a matter of 
perfect indifference to me. The 
truth is much more important than 
my reputation for modesty and lack 
of personal ambition. My reputa- 
tion will take care of itself; but 


constitutional questions and ques- 
tions of policy will not take care of 
themselves with frank and fear- 
less discussion.

Information gathered by Mrs. A. P.

Mrs. Hill was unable to find any re- 
port of the supposed railway accident, 
tut through an anonymous letter and 
other sources, was informed he had 
been hurt in a fight in @ house in Port 
Royal. 

On information provided by Mrs. Hill 
the arrest of John Ramsey, a marine, 
was made on a charge of manslaugh- 
ter, following an investigation under the 
direction of Capt. Ridley McLean, Ad- 
vocate-General of the navy. The others 
arrested are being held on less perious 
charges in connection with the death, 

Mrs. Hill said her son told her before 
his return to his post that he expected 
trouble with a marine who disliked 
him. He was her only son. 

During the three weeks of her investi- 
gation Mrs. Hill visited Port Royal, 
Nashville, Savannah, Ga., and interme- 
diate points.

The circumstances under which the 
letter was written are interesting. Con- 
gress had before it a resolution intro- 
duced by Senator Cummins, Republican 
of Iowa, and himself an aspirant for 
the nomination of his party at its com- 
ing national convention. 

The resolution was obviously inspired 
by the declaration in the Democratic 
national platforri, written into it by 
William Jennings Bryan, the chairman 
of the Committee on Resolutions. 

Bryan"urged the adoption of the reso- 
lution in a letter to the Senate Commit- 
tee on Privileges and Elections, and the 
measure was passed in the upper house, 
It was sent to the House and eventually 
thrown into the discard. 

The World says, in connection with 
the letter: 

The President's letter to Mr. Palm- 
er was not intended for publication. Its 
contents were made known to the lead- 
ers of Congress and undoubtedly exer- 
cised considerable influence in staying 
the passage of the one-term resolution. 

There is the very highest authority for 
the statement that the views expressed 
therein by the President have not under- 
gone any change. The leaders of his 
party, urging him to make some an- 


‘nouncement regarding his plans have 


discovered this fact on more than one 
occasion. He has persistently refused to 
“play politics.”’ to say or do anything 
that would indicate a desire on his part 
for a renomination. 

To one of his mest ardent supporters 
who urged him to anhounce his can- 
didacy for a second term restently the 
President replied by tndicating the pas- 
sage in the letter quoted above which 
reads: 

“TI absolutely pledge myself to resort 
to nothing but public opinion to decide 
that question. The President ought to 
be absolutely deprived of any other 
means of deciding it. He can be. I 
shall use to the utmost every proper 
influence. within my reach to see that 
he is before the term to which I have 
been elected is out. That side of the 
matter need disturb no one.” 


Bryan a Factor 
A most searching scrutiny of political 


conditions of the country has failed to 
reveal the existence of any consider- 
able opposition to the renomination of 
the President, except among skeptics 
who believe they are reflecting the 
wishes of Mr. Bryan by urging his 
nomination. 

In administratign circles Mr. Bryan’s 
vehement opposition to the diplomatic 
policies of the President, as also to- 
ward thé program fo® the national de- 
fense which the President has urged 
upon Congress, plus the activities of 
Democrats who, for various personal 
reasons, would like to see the Nebras- 
ka man nominated for the fourth time, 
is naturally interpreted to mean that 
he will head an army of dissenters in 
the next national convention. 

Friends of the President, however, are 
not alarmed over this prospect. Admit- 
ting the proclivities of certain opportuni- 
ties for mischief on the part of Mr. 
Bryan, they are confident that when the 
convention has assembled there will not 
be in the minds of the delegates the 
thought of any other man than the 
President as the party candidate. 

But even the most earnest supporters 
of the President are constrained toe ad- 
mit that Bryan, while numerically out- 
veted, will be in an excellent position 
to provide an entertaining fight, even if 
it be a hopeless one. 


JUDGE REMOVES 
HIMSELF IN SHOE 
MACHINERY SUIT 


Dyer, on Statement of Defend- 
ant’s Counsel That He Is 
Prejudiced, Transfers Case. 


Judge Dyer of the United States Dis- 
trict Court this afternoon granted a pe- 
tition of attorneys for the United Shoe 
Machinery Co., that he remove himself 
from passing upon further matters con- 
nected with the suit of the Government 
tu dissolve the corporgtion. 

An affidavit signed by Sidney W. 
Winslow, president of the United Shoe 
Machinery Co., was presented by Doug- 
las Robert and Chester H. Krum, coun- 
sel for the company. It stated that 
Judge Dyer had a personal bias and 
riejudice against the company. State- 
ments which the Judge was alleged to 
have made, were recited in the effort to 
prove this charge of prejudice. 

It was alleged that, goon after the 
Government's suit was filed, Judge Dyer 
issued a restraining order, disregarding 
the statutory requirements, fm that it 
did not define the injury which was to 
be prevented, or state why it would be 
irreparable, or why the order was 
granted without notice. He disregarded 
the company’s plea that it would be in- 
jured, the petition declared, and said, “It 
don’t make any difference want they 
may lose.”’ 

When the argument that shoe manu- 
facturers migh suffer injury was made 
to him, the petition alleged, Judge Dyer 
replied that the law must be enforced, 

“even if it results in going back to the 
awl and wooden peg” as instruments of 
shoemaking. 

It was also alleged that Judge Dyer 
spoke of the “high price” charged to 
manufacturers for the use of the ma- 
chinery, before any testimony as to the 
price had come before him. By the 
Judge’s order, the case is certified to 
Judge Sanborn of the Highth Judicial 
District.

“We did another 150 miles this last 
trip. I went to bed for the first two 
days out with ‘flu,’ and so directed op- 
erations from my bunk. On the third 
day the inhabitants of @ ship left a 
small puppy dog which we rescued. Its 
father was a great Dane and its mother 
@ pug, but considering it ts a ‘Hun’ it is 
net half bad, and is a great favorite. 

“I tried a spot where I knew train fer- 
ries must pass. We had an exciting 
chase, but it was spoiled by two destroy- 
ers and a cruiser turning up. Guessing 
that they would come back again, I lay 
low, and sure enough, I caught the Un- 
dine in the afternoon. The first shot 
stopped her and put her on fire, but she 
was not going down quickly enough, sO, 
avoiding the destroyer that was after us, 
I dived under the Undine’s stern and 
fave her another from the other side. 
It was a very fine sight. 

“The Czar was very polite and nice, 
and said our work in —— had made all 
the difference to the country. In the 
evening we ‘dined with all the Kings 
and Princes,’ etc., in the train, which 
was a palatial affair. We sat down 2% 
at one table and still left room for wait- 
ing. I sneaked a menu card as a sou- 
venir, but had not the cheek to ask for 
signatures. 

“Being a Chevalier of St. George, I am 
pretty safe, as no oné can arrest me 
without an armed escort and a band to 
take me to prison. I think I told you 
that the other cross gave me the right to 
go ino girls’ schools and taste the food 
and express my opinion! I only hope 
nuw that we shall not be at sea on Nov. 
25 (St. George’s night), when all mem- 
bers of the order.dline in the palace and 
take the plate home with them as sou- 
venirs!’’ 

(The Undine was sunk on Nov. 7, 22 
miles from the Swedish coast, while 
convoying the German steam ferry 
Prussia from Trelleborg to Sassnitz.)

CONVENTION RATES 


Promise Given Not to Charge 
More Than Prices Which 
Were Published. 


L. T. HAY THE FIRST SIGNER 


Announced Schedule Heid Not 
to Apply to Parlors and 
Committee Rooms. 


Hotel managers and proprietors met 
today with Horace S. Rumsey, chair- 
maa ef the Committee on Hotels of the 
National Conventions Assoctation, in the 
Excise Commissioner's office in the city 
hall, to discuss hote] rates for the pe- 
riod of the Democratic national con 
vention. An agreement was drawn up 
and filed with Rumsey, in which the” 
managers guaranteed that they wouid 
not charge a higher schedule of rates 
for bedrooms than was set forth in the 
ltters and agreements presented to the 
Democratic National Committee when 
St. Leuis was seeking the convention. 

A reservation, however, was made as 
to parlors and committee rooms, the 
agreement pointing out that bedroom 
rates cannot be expected to apply to 
such rooms. 

The agreement is as follows: 

Whereas, Erroneous and mislead- 
ing statements have been circulat- 
ed in some newspapers of the Unit- 
ed States that hotel proprietors. of 
St. Louis were charging, or prepar- 
ing to charge, rates for bedroom ac- 
commodations during the Democratic 
convention higher thon those guar- 
anteed to the National Democratic 
Committee, and whereas, these mis- 
leading and erroneous statements are 
injurious to the hotels of St. Louis 
and the city generally, we the un- 
dersigned hotel managers hereby 
agree to strictly maintain, as we 
are now maintaining, the schedule of 
bedroom rates which we have agreed 
to charge during the holding of the 
National Democratic Convention, to 
be held in St. Louis in June of this 
year. 

We further agree that in no case 
will we quote or charge to anyone 
higher rates than those we have 
named for the various rooms and ac- 
commodations referred to in the let- 
ters and statements heretofore given 
and signed by ws. 

Naturally, parlors, or special ac- 
commodations for committee rooms 
or meeting places, cannot be fur- 
nished at the regular bedroom rates. 
But reasonabie rates will be charged

must and will bring about a better un- 
derstanding and more friendly feelinz 
among the nations of the universe. 

Another vital point which I should 
like to lay stress upon is the injus- 
tice and the unwise policy adopted by 
some manufacturers stirring up the 
feelings of the people against buying 
foreign-made goods. To us mere men 
of affairs the ways of statecraft and 
politics are strange and sometimes be- 
yond our feeble understanding, but we 
business men do know that there is 
but one foundation for the commer- 
cial relations of the nations of recog- 
nized factors to the world’s commerce, 
and that is reciprocity, and the business 
men of all nations should combine 
their efforts to bring about more firm- 
ly bound friendly and commercial re- 
lations rather than rending them apart. 

In conclusion I beg to say that I 
wish it were in my power to send a 
message to all the world, and this mes- 
sage would be to not alone the peo- 
ple but to the press of the entire globe 
to ponder and reflect seriously again 
and again before giving utterances, 
biased and prejudiced thoughts and 
views which tend to bring about com- 
plications creating racial, religious and 
international hatred. 

Many are the conjectures risked as 
to what the prospects for American 
trade with Germany will be after the 
war. It must be acknowledged thai 
the present feeling among all classes 
of Germans is that of hostility toward 
everything American. Still, business is 
business and will be carried on after 
the war with renewed vigor, as busi- 
ness and personal likes or dislikes are 
not factors in business matters. Of one 
thing we may be sure: there will be no 
boycott of American goods, even if 
trumpeted th at present by insignifi- 
cant provincial sheets. 

Trade cannot exist without reci- 
procity—in other words, exchange of 
goods—and this will be the case with 
our trade with Germany after the war. 
Every country is more or less depend- 
ent upon another country or countries. 

rmany will want and consume pretty 

uch everything we have the moment 
peace is concluded, or even while the 
preliminaries of peace are being dis- 
cussed. 

Germany, for instance, needs Amer- 
ican apples, as good apples are not 
raised in Germany,.at least to any 
great extent, although they could be. 
For the same reason the United States 
farmers need German beet and other 
seeds, although they could raise them 
themsefves; but we are a young coun- 
try and time is money, and if we can 
save time by getting other peoples to 
raise our as only one instance, 
we do it to save time and money.

I have always maintained 
that there ought to be just as much 
diplomacy in trade as diplomacy in poli- 
tics, although it ought always to be 
first-class and not mediocre, as often in 
politics. We may train up young men 
for foreign trade pioneers; we may seni 
any number of Government experts iv 
exploit new markets, but the real sales- 
man, the man who accomplishes results, 
is born to his trade, that is, he will have 
in him diplomatic tact and the gentle- 
manly behavior which cannot be taught. 

I shall here be met by the question, 
How are we going to find such men’ 
Well, a little discrimination on the part 
of the heads of great manufacturing 
establishments will find such men. Take 
the International Harvester Co. fcr ex- 
ample, and we have such examples in 
all our great industries.doing successful 
business with Germeny or with any 
other country. 

The American Association of Com- 
merce and Trade, an American chamber 
of commerce, founded 13 years ago by 
Americans and carried en by Americans 
for the promotion of American trade 
with Germany, forms an indispensablc 
adjunct to any firm entering Germany 
or doing business in Germany. By fruit 
of experience ite secretary can point out 
fields for profitable trade, and by vil- 
tue of his continued and extensive trav- 
els in the country and connections with 
all branches of German mahvfacture he 
is in a position to.give reliable advice 
to and keep an eye on American trade 
progress in y. 

One word more. Do not send out too 


many Government experts to Germany, |. 


as, first of all, they are invariably 
looked upon with suspicion by German 
manufacturers; and secondly, they come 
to a new unworked field, and are more 
cr less dependent upon the consulates 
and embassies for their information. Of 
course, the American Association is very 
giad to work in co-operation with any 
Government official and give him valu- 
able and practical information. 


In connection with this statement Pru! 
Atwood called attention to what he 
termed “an authority’s view on Ger- 
many's economic h.”” The author- 
ity quoted by Prof. A fe Herr von 
Gwinner, ae the Deuteche 
Bank tn Berlin, who aleo is known in 
American financial circiea, 

The American Association of Com- 
merce and -Trade has given publicity to 


of unswerving peaceful endeavor, and 
has expended for armament—army antl 
navy~hardly more than for social wel- 


fare, and, as a mater of fact, about one-j 


fourth less per capita than England 
or France. For this reason Germany is 
now well able to bear burdens and to 
provide cover, interest and amortization 
for the most extensive loans. 

“Inheritance, tobacco and beer taxes. 
netting in our neighboring countries 
three times as much per capita as in 
Germany, would easily bring  $250,- 
000,000 more, thus. providing the in- 
terest for $5,000,000,000. Moreover, Ger- 
many has not now, as compared with 
the countries of her enemies, the so- 
called receipt tax. 

Has Ample Resources. 

“The German people,” it was re 
marked by Herr von Gwinner.in jest, 
‘Is consuming per year alcoholic liquors 
valued at $750,000,000, and if this yearly 
volume would be reduced by one-half, 
interest for more than $7,000,000,000 would 
be obtained. These facts and figures 
are well known even by our neighbors, 
although little importance is attached 
to them. In a certain sense the great 
war loans are a criterion in this re- 
spect, proving that Germany is able 
to stand this horrible war for a long 
time—longer, to be sure, than her en- 
emies.”’ 

In regard to the question on the as- 
pect of German commerce and trade, 
Herr von Gwinner said that Germany 
had learned in this war to stand on her 
own legs and to depend upon herself. 
He added: 

‘In view of the British policy of 
blockading our land, of cutting off the 
supply of foodstuffs and raw material 
for purposes of peace or war, Germany 
has learned to be saving and economisz- 
ing. By virtue of such isolation, our 
attention was directed to a thousand 
new sources which hitherto have been 
neglected and to products also which 
were wasted before the war. The Ger- 
mans have not exactly been squander. 
ers, but they surely have become ecor- 
omizing and saving in every respect.” 

Herr von Gwinner called attention to 
the production of artificial saltpeter, the 
comestic marufacture of which will save 
Germany $20,000,000 a year, a sum which 
heretofore was paid for the foreign 
product. He said that Germany had, 
learned to use peat in place of strani 
which, chemically treated and mixed 
with sugar, serves well as fodder. 

“We now make twine out of wood,” 
he said, ‘‘by a very cheap method and 
produce even albumen out of coal, 
There are mayy such instances which 
can be traced to our inventive ca. 
pacity. Some of the new processes 
will be of greater value after the war, 
will become more simplified and there- 
fore place German political economy

fine intports to narrower limits, thus 
strengthening our commerce and 
trade, domcstic and foreign. 

“The present economic state of affairs 
in <iermany is satisfactory and even if 
the sources of revenue have undergone 
certain changes we can say that in a 
certain sense the war is self-supporting. 
The war has also stimulated certain 
numercus indnstries and causcd money 
to circulate. This is evidenced by the 
life of our cities, by the stores and 
shops, restaurants, theaters and 80 On. 
The German currency shows a s00d 
average, especially since Germany {58 
not exporting to a noteworthy degree, 
and cannot be compared for such rea- 
son with the currency of her enemies. 
As a matter of fact, the low rating of 
the German currency is no indication 
of financial weakness, a state which 
will rapidly disappear after the war.”

The four delegates at iarge to the Re- 
publican national convention will bs 
nominated by a convention, which 
probably will be held in April, but the 
candidates for United States Senator 
and State offices will be nominated by 
direct primary in August. 

The movement to nominate Mayor 
Kiel for Governor started as the result 
of the conferences of the political lead- 
ers, and wili be formally launched as 
soon as E. BE. E. MeJimsey of Spring- 
field steps out of the race. 


Howe Is for Lamm 
' The political leaders behing the Kiel 


movement declare that Jeptha D. Howe, 
former Republican “boss” of St. Louis, 
is the active agent in the St. Louls 
movement to induce former .Supreme 
Judge Lamm of Sedalia to come out as a 
candidate for Governor. They say fur- 
ther that Howe wants to have himself 
elected chairman of the Republican 
State Committee. Members of the Re- 
publican City Committee say that they 
have been called into Howe's office and 
told by him to line up for Judge Lamm. 

Owing to the factional fight in the 
tepublican City Committee, the party 
leaders say that not all of the mem- 
bers of the committee will support 
Mayor Kiel for Governor, but they as- 
sert that the Mayor could carry 8t. 
Louis in the State primary by a ma- 
jority of 4,00 over amy other candi- 
date. Members of both the Republican 
State and city committees say that the 
party leaders in the State are eager to 
give the Governorship to St. Louis, and 
will support any candidate agreed upon 
by the city leaders. The only request 
of the State leaders is that the candi- 
date from St. Louis shall not be closely 
aligned with the brewery and saloon 
interests, as such a candidate would 
alienate the support of the rural voters. 

Oppesition te Program. 

The program mapped out by the par- 
ty leaders probably will meet with the 
opposition of E. L. Morse of Excelsior 
Springs, Mo., who has had control of 
the State organization for several years. 
Morse has been trying to have the Mis- 
souri delegation. instructed for United 
States Senator John W. Weeks of Mas- 
sachusetts for President, but as the re- 
sult of the compromises made by the 
leaders, the four delegates at larg., and 
the 32 district delegates, are to be un- 
instructed. 

Gov. Hadley is to be sent as a dele- 
gate at large, without opposition, not as 
an avowed candidate for President, but 
as a dark horse. Morse has bitterly op- 
posed Hadley, and is also strongly set 
against Diekey fer Senator. 

Morse arrived tn St. Louis this morn- 
ing, and began holding conferences with 
party leaders. He refused to gay what 
his plan of campaign will be, but add- 
od: 

“Ali I've got to say now is that the 
Republican State Convention will elect 
the delegates at large, and the people 
in the primary elction v Il nominate toe 
candidate for Senator, Governor and 


State offices.” 
“ree Republican State Committee will 
meet at the Planters Hotel at noon Sat- 
urday to decide when and where the 
Republican State convention shall be 
helé. Springfleld is prepared to offer 
$2500 for the convention, and Bt. Josenh 
probably also will make a similar offer. 

The Congressional Committee of the 
Sixteenth District has calied a conven- 
tion at Lebanon, April 11, to elect two 
district delegates to the national conven- 
tion. It is the understanding of party 
leaders here that, W. I. Diffenderfer of 
Lebanon and Harry Ciymer of Crawford 
County will be named as the delegates.

ION TRIAL” KEEPS 


FOLKS GUESSING 
HOW TT WILL END 


Element of Suspense Is Aided 
by Rapid Scene Shifting in 
Olympic Play. 


By CARLOS F. HURD. 

« & TRIAL,” this week's offer- 
ing at the Olympic Theater, i# 
the sort of play that starts 

arguments jn the lobby, among the men 
who go out for a smoke after the sec- 
ond act. The argument is not as to the 
merit of the piay, or of the actors. It 
is, “How is this thing going to come 
out?” 

Such discussions as took place last 
night did not clear up the matter, and 
at the beginning of the third act, the 
element of suspense figured about as 
prominently as it does at a hanging. The 
epllogue, which is virtually a fourth act, 
shows the jury debating the case. In 
the midst of this epilogue, a lawyer sit- 
ting next to me, who was formerly an 
assistant Circuit Attorney, got the “an- 
swer,’’ and prophesied the turn which, 
three or four minutes later, the case 
took. 

The play is “the thing’ (pardon, oh 
Shakspeare, one more use of Hamlet's 
overworked phrase). The play is the 
thing, and not the unusual mechanical 
effects. Yet without these effects, this 
play by Elmer Reizenstein, would not 
be the thing of absorbing interest that 
it is. These effects, which strongly sug- 
gest moving picture methods, are used 
three times to bring about a quick shift 
of scene from the courtroom to the 
place of the action described. 

Quick Changes Wrought, 

Each time a feminine witness begins a 
recital of facts. The testimony promises 
to be long and emotionally harrowing. 
Then—the stage is dark for about as 
long as a street car usually is when 
the trolley slips off the wire; there is a 
heavy rolling sound, like the chariot 
race in “Ben Hur,” and the lights re- 
turn upon a new scene, in which the wit- 
ness appears, differently dressed, and in 
one case 13 years younger. Then the 
audience sees and hears the action 
which, otherwise, the witness would 
have had to relate at painful tength. 
Then—the darkness and the rolling noise 
are repeated, and the courtroom reap- 
pears, with Judge, lawyers, jury and 
witness on the stand, and the testimony 
is rounded off with a few questions and 
answers. 

There is never any doubt that Strici- 
land killed Trask. The audience sees 
the murder committed, in Trask's home, 
in the first of the scenic sections of 
testimony. Later it is shown, in the 
@ame manner, that Strickland wad sud- 
denly learned of an acquaintance be- 
tween his wife and Trask—an acquaint- 
ance which the wife had concealed and 
would not explain, after Strickland had 
caught her in a tangle of lies. Another 
shift of scene—this time to a scene of 
13 years before—and it is shown that 
Trask had imposed on the girl, then Ii 
years old, under promise of marriage, 
and had lately forced her, under threats 
of telling her husband the old story, t») 
visit him. 

This makes a plain enough “unwritten 
law” case. But there is a complicatinz 
element, the importance of which the 
foreman of the jury sees, and makes the 
other jurors see. The State has charged 
that Strickland took an accomplice with 
him to Trask’s house, and that the ac- 
complice opened the safe and removed 
$10,800 in bills, which Strickland had 
shortly before paid to Trask in settle- 
ment of a debt. The combination of the 
safe was on a card—Trask’s card—in 
Strickland's pocket, and was taken from 
Strickland by Trask’s secretary, who 
had appeared just after his employer 
was killed, and had struck Strickland a 
disabling blow with a cane.

‘THE SECOND TERM ISSUE. | 

The letter written by President Wilson just 
before his inauguration to A. Mitchell. Palmer, the 
vice chairman of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, on the legal limitation of the presidential 
term has peculiar interest at this time. It exhib- 
its Mr. Wilson’s personal opinion of the one- 
term plank in the Democratic platform, upon 
which he was elected. 

Asserting that he would cheerfully abide by the 
judgment of his party and the public as to 
whether he should be a candidate for re-election 
and pledging himself to resort to nothing but 
public opinion to decide that question, Mr. Wil- 
son wrote: 

To change the term to six years would be 
to inerease the likelihood of its being too 
long, without any assurance that it ‘would, 
in happy cases, be long enough. A fixed con- 


stitutional limitation to a single term of office 
is highly arbitrary and unsatisfactory from 


every point of view. 
It is intolerable that any President should 


be permitted to determine who should succeed 
him—himself or another—by patronage or 
coercion, or by any sort of control of the ma- 
chinery by which delegates to =e nominat- 
ing convention are chosen * * 

It seems to me that present siiak of the 
presidency in our actual system, as we use it, 
is quite abnormal and must lead eventually 


to something very different. 
The real. point,\ however, of the question of 


a second term for the President is not his per- 
sonal opinion, but his freedom under the plat- 
form pledge of his party to accept the office or 
enter the race for re-election. 3 

The one-term plank of the platform favors a 
single presidential term, urges the adoption of a 
constitutional amendinent making the President 
ineligible for re-election and pledges the candi- 
date to this principle. 

The President is, pledged by the party to the 
principle of the single term, which is to be em- 
bodie? in an améndment to the Constitution. 
Until Congress and the states adopt the amend- 
ment to the Constitution, there is no legal obli- 
gation or force to the pledge. 

The constitdtional amendment has not been 
adopted. There is no law binding the Presi- 
dent, the party or the people. There is no evi- 
dence of public approval of such an amendment. 

Since the platform plank has not been embod- 
ied in law, the next party convention is free to 
do as it sees fit withyregard to nominating the 
Président for a second term; the people are free 
to re-elect him—they have not even passed upon 
the question. 

If another party convention disregards the 
pledge of the previous convention, which it is 


he is not bound by a former convention’s utter- 
ance. If the people re-elect him, his title is 
clear in law and conscience. 

All the President could say in a conscientious 
endeavor to live up to the spirit of the party 
piedge is what he has said in his letter; he “will 
resort to nothing but public opinion” to obtain 
re-election. Public opinion will decide the ques- 
tion. 
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THOSE GOLD POCKET KNIVES. 

The Municipal Assembly’s former authority to 
confer franchises has been taken from it and 
vested in a vote of the whole people. Most of 
its authority to regulate utilities has been taken 
from it and bestowed on the Public Service Com- 
mission. However, some utility matters still re- 
main over which it has jurisdiction and in other 
matters it has an important power of initiative. 

The gifts of gold knives and cigar cutters and 
boxes of 15-cent cigars sent to each of the Alder- 
men by the manager of a local utility company 
were too expensive, if intended merely as personal} 
souvenirs. They were not expensive enough, if 
intended as something else. In either case they 
were in execrable taste. ‘ 
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IMPOUNDING THE BEGGARS. 

A visitor from Mars, where, of course, every- 
thing is managed as it should be, might be as- 
tonished if told that a St. Louis law classes 
destitute and homeless cripples who may be forced 
to beg, with “vicious characters,” gamblers, 
bawds, thieves, pickpockets and burglars. 

But that is what our comprehensive municipal 
vagrancy law does. And under its provisions, 
the halt, the lame and the blind, found begging 
on the streets, have been impounded, deprived of 
their liberty, and made a part of the stock-in- 
trade of organized charity and the Police De- 
partment. It is said they will be much better 
provided for. But what about their constitu- 
tional right to liberty? Have they been asked 
whether they prefer regular meals and a place 
of confinement to the exercise of that right? 

The ordinance referred to is a strange medley. 
Not only are perfectly innocent beggars classed 
as stated, but, if the law were strictly enforced, 
every cabaret singer and performer would have 
to be arrested and put in the workhouse. Its 
seventh clause condemns, with wandering females 
of ill repute, any Mmale “who may be found 
employed in singing or dancing,” in dram shops 
or beer houses. 

A combination between the police and the 
forces of paid charity is apt to develop into a 
tyranny. pressing unmercifully upon the very 


poor. 
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BALAEKLAVA AND SUVLA BAY. 

Tennyson immortalized the heroic blunder at 
Balaklava, but what living poet is competent to 
sing the waste of human life at Suvila Bay? 
When the roll was called after the Light 
Brigade’s return from the “jaws of death” it was 
found that 247 men had fallen on the field of 
battle. At Suvla Bay the loss to the British was 
12,000. Whole brigades were shot to pieces, an 
army division was decimated and regiments were 
left without a single officer in command when 
night fell.

DEATH AS A TAX SLEUTH. 

The Post-Dispatch has added an important 
chapter to its former exposure of perjury and 
tax dodging in St. Louis. 

Since July 21 last, reports on 32 estates with 
personal property appraised at $10,000 or more 
have been filed with the Probate Court. The 
total amount of personal property of these 32 
estates is appraised at more than $5,000,000. 
Eliminating stocks and other property not sub- 
ject to taxation in St. Louis, these 32 estates are 
shown still to have $2,299,928 in taxable per- 
sonal. 

But in their last return to the Assessor before 
their death the owners of these 32 estates in- 
cluded only $217,945 as personal subject to as- 
sessment. 

In the case of 13 of the 32 estates no tax re- 
turn at all on personal was submitted last year 
by their late owners. One owner of $172,791 in 
taxable personal did not pay a cent in taxes on 
this large amout of property. 

Of $2,299,928 in taxable personal, only $217,945 
is shown to have: paid any tax. Out of $10 in 
taxable personal $9 evaded its civic obligations. 

Prior to July 21 the Post-Dispatch showed that 
49 estates with $10,528,914 in appraised personal 
had been assessed at only $2,012,090, one-half of 
which assessment had been made to one owner. 
The two investigations reveal 81 estates with 
$12,828,842 in appraised personal, of which the 
late owners paid taxes on only $2,230,035. 

We assume that the Assessor has already taken 
measures to place on the rolls this year the $8,- 
516,824 the Post-Dispatch showed last summer 
had escaped taxation. We assume he will take 
the proper steps to place on the rolls the $2,081,- 
983 the new investigation shows to have escaped. 

But this, of course, is only an ephemeral and 
empiric expedient dealing with the least im- 
portant phases of the problem. Must millions 
upon millions of personal property continue to 
escape taxation for years and be forced to as- 
sume its share of the public burden only for 
brief intervals at the end of the owner’s life? 
Is death to be our only reliance in seeking larger 
revenue and a more equitable distribution of 
revenue burdens? 

How much of the $10,598,807 which the 
two investigations showed to have escaped taxa- 
tion consists of mortgages? I8 not a registry 
tax on mortgages, which would yield a mod- 
erate but dependable percentage on total val- 
ues, to be preferred to more drastic forms of 
taxation that yield fluctuating and unreliable 
returns on only a part of total values?

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Reassur- 
ances to the business men of the conun- 
try regarding the policy of the Depart- 
ment of Justice in enforcing the Sher- 
man anti-trust laws are believed here 
to be conveyed in a statement of At- 
torney-General Gregory, published to- 
day. 

The statement, issued tlrough the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, was in response to a suggestion 
that. an expression from the Attorney- 
General as to the Government's attitude 
in future anti-trust prosecutions “might 
be regarded as reassuring to the public 
mind,” and might “dispel some of the 
uncertainty which heretofore existed."’ 

Information on the subject, as well as 
the relationship that might be estab- 
lished between the Federal Trade Com- 
mission and the department, had been 
sought by business men through the 
chamber. 

Good Faith to Determine Course. 

in announcing the department's policy 
in enforcing the Jaw in admittedly doubt- 
ful cases, the Attorney-General said 
that where the department was assured 
of the good faith of the parties to a 
transaction, it had not been and would 
not be. his purpose to invoke extreme 
penalties against them. 

“In such a case," he said, ‘“‘the de- 
partment would consider the just and 


appropriate and quickest way of en-/t 


forcing, the law would be by a civil

Discussing the means adopted by the 
department to guard against unjust 
prosecutions, Gregory declared that the 
person or corporation against whom 
complaint is made, unless it has already 
declared its attitude, “is given full op- 
portunity to submit its defense before 
any action is taken.” 

Question of Application to Be Cleared 

Regarding the department's policy in 
eases where it and the Federal Trade 
Commission are both charged with en- 
forcing the law, the Attorney-General 
said that the department would in gen- 
eral be guided by the principle which 
governs the Federal and state courts, tn 
cases where they have concurrent juris- 
diction. . 

While admittitig that there was some 
doubt as to the application of the Sher- 
man law in certain cases, the Attorney-
